Funds for making special live- 


stock loans to farmers and stock- 
men who need credit to buy feed 
and pay operating expenses 
are 


now 
available, 
according 
to W. 


M. 
Sparks, 
County 
Supervisor, 


Fanners Home 
Administration, 


The special livestock loans were 


uuthomcd by H recent act of Con- 
gress in connection with new dis- 
aster credit ligislation. This chedit, 
Mr. Sparks said, will be extended 
only to established producers and 
feeders of cattle and sheep, who 
have a reasonable chance of work- 
ins out of their difficulties but can- 
not obtain the 
funds they need 


from uriVHte or cooperative credit 
sources. Loans will not be made 
to enable a man to go into thu 
livestock business or to carry nn 
commercial feed lot operations. 


Application blacks arc available 


at the Farmers Home Administra- 
tion office. Mr. Sparks pointed out 
that loans will he made at "i per- 
cent interest for periods up to 3 
years for the purchase of feed, 
sped and other operating expenses 
They can be renewed If renewal is 
found to be in the best interest) 
of the farmre and the government. 


The loan funds cannot be used to 


refinance debts the farmers 
al- 


ready owe. When a farmer applies 
for a livestock loan, his creditors 
Will not be asked to subordinate! 
their claims to the Government. 
However, they will be expected to 
give standby agreement Tor a lon;J 
enough period to enable the farmer 
to have a reasonable chance of re- 
covery.
